Due to a rate increase from Jackson County Water Association the Eastern Rockcastle 
Water Association has filed an application with the Public Service Commission to implement 
the following rate schedule. The proposed change will affect all bills issued on and after 
September 1 ,  2007. 

Rates: Monthly Current Rates Revised Rates 

First 2000 gallons $ 21.40 (Minimum Bill.) $ 21 62 (Minimum Bill) 

Over 2,000 gallons $ 8.50 per 1000 gallons $ 8.61 per 1000 gallons 

The bill for an average customer using 5,000 gallons each month would increase from 
$46.90 to $47.45, a monthly increase of $0.55. The rates contained in this notice are the 
rates proposed by the Eastern Rockcastle Water Association. However, the Public Service 
Commission may order rates to be charged that differ from these proposed rates Such 
action may result in rates for consumers other than the rates in this notice.
